REMARKS. 


Statement  "A,"  given  in  this  report,  exhibits  the  total  receipts  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  I860,  from  the  sources  of  revenue  classed  as 
General  Funds,  to  have  been  $1,073,217  42,  being  8231,517  89  less  than 
the  receipts  of  the  previous  year.  This  apparent  decrease  is  explained  by 
the  fact  that  the  sum  of  $300,000  received  during  the  year  1851),  was  the 
proceeds  of  the  loan  from  the  Louisiana  State  Bankj  Affected  according  to 
act  No.  27,  of  that  year,  and  should  not  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the 
ordinary  revenues  of  the  State.  Deducting  this  amount  from  the  receipts 
of  1859,  we  have  81,004,735  31  as  the  actual  receipts  of  that  year,  against 
$1,073,217  42  during  the  past  year,  showing  an  increase  of  revenue 
amounting  to  nearly  $70,000.  The  expenditures  from  the  same  fund 
amount  to  $980,801  12,  against  $1,042,950  35  for  the  year  ending 
Deoember  31st,  1859. 

By  referring  to  Statement  "C,"  of  this  report,  if  will  be  seen  that  the 
probable  balance  in  the  Treasury,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  31st  March, 
18G2,  to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  will  be  £79 ..'!7'J  52.  It  is  finis  shown  that 
while  this  class  of  the  revenues  of  the  Slate  is  in  a  condition  to  meet  all 
Ordinary  demands  upon  the  Treasury,  it  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  extraordi- 
nary appropriations  which  coming  events  ma]  render  necessary.  If  extra 
appropriations  for  military  and  other  purposes  are  required,  a  debt  must 
he  created  and  provided  for,  which,  with  other  obligations  now  fast 
maturing,  the  revenue  from  taxation  at  the  present  rate,  will  be  inade- 
quate to  pay.  The  bonds  issued  to  the  New  Orleans  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road Company,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $483,000,wall  due  on  the  first 
day  of  April,  1807,  and  the  means  are  not  yet  provided  for  their  redemp- 
tion. Hence,  in  view  of  the  present  ami  prospective  condition  of  the 
finances  of  the  State,  I  cannot  hesitate  to  call  your  serious  attention  to 
the  necessity  of  prompt  action.  We  should  not  impose  upon  future  gen- 
erations the  burdens  which  justice  demands  should  be  borne  in  part  by  our- 
selves. Should  the  present  General  Assembly  find  it  necessary  to  appropri- 
ate for  defense,  and  resort  to  a  loan  from  the  Trust  Funds,  or  ■  ffect  it  other* 
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wise,  in  order  to  raise  money,  in  my  opinion,  an  increase  of  the  State  tax 
proper  is  the  only  feasible,  safe  and  Constitutional  plan  of  securing  the 
payment  of  these  additional  debts  and  liabilities.  At  the  present  valuation 
of  taxable  property,  an  increaoe  of  3J  cents  per  centum  upon  the  assess- 
ment rolls,  would  yield  a  further  annual  revenue  of  about  &150,000,  which 
would  be  sufficient  to  relieve  the  Treasury  from  future  embarrassment. 
In  my  last  annual  report  I  expressed  the  hope  that  the  day  was  not  far 
distant  when  the  condition  of  the  revenue  would  admit  a  reduction  of 
taxes.  In  fact,  the  Treasury  would  have  permitted  it  at  this  time,  but  for 
the  large  appropriation  made  during  the  extra  session  of  1860,  rendered 
necessary  by  our  critical  relations  with  the  Federal  Government. 

In  estimating  the  probable  receipts  and  expenditures  of  General  Funds 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st,  1862,  and  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
a  correct  estimate  of  the  actual  unexpended  balances,  I  have  deducted 
the  sum  of  say  $200,000,  which  is  merely  nominal  and  will  never  be  called 
for. 

The  probable  deficiency  in  the  Current  School  Fund  for  the  next  fiscal 
fiscal  year,  is  estimated  at  $223,437  37.  This  deficit  results  from  the  passage 
of  the  act  of  1860,  allowing  the  sum  of  six  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to  each 
school  child  in  the  State.  The  revenues  arising  from  the  Mill  and  Poll 
Tax,  will*  not  be  sufficient  to  support  the  Public  Schools  at  the  present  rate 
of  apportionment.  It  will,  therefore,  become  necessary  to  provide  for  this 
deficiency,  or  reduce  the  pro  rata  apportionment  to  four  dollars  for  each 
educable  child. 

The  estimated  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Internal  Improvement 
Tax  Fund  for  the  next  year  is  given  at  $65,040  68,  exclusive  of  the 
sum  of  §90,000  ordered  to  be  transferred  to  General  Funds,  by  act  No.  1, 
of  the  extra  session  of  1860,  for  the  purpose  of  arming  and  equipping 
the  military  companies  of  the  State.  This  transfer  has  not  yet  been  made. 
It  was  not  thought  proper  to  make  it  until  the  General  Assembly,  at  its 
present  session,  should  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
the  Railroad  Bonds  falling  due  by  the  first  day  of  May  next,  which  interest 
will  amount  to  the  sum  of  about  $50,000.  Had  this  transfer  been  made,  it 
would  have  left  the  fund  without  means  to  pay  this  interest.  I  would, 
therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  an  act  authorizing  the  Treasurer  and 
Auditor  to  re-trausfer  from  General  Funds,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  maturing  on  the  Railroad  Bonds  as  it  falls  due. 

Under  act  No.  182,  of  1857,  the  interest  due  the  various  townships,  after- 
wards appropriated  in  the  Geueral  Appropriation  Bill  of  1858,  was  to  have 
been  drawn  within  two  years  from  the  time  of  appropriation.  Some  of  the 
townships  have  not  drawn  their  share  of  this  appropriation  which  has  expired 
by  limitation  ;  therefore,  it  will  be  necessary  to  re-appropriate  these  unex- 
pended balances. 
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Some  of  the  sheriffs  who  have  settled  since  the  day  of  final 
settlement,  are  justly  entitled  to  relief.  They  were  prevented  from 
coming  to  the  Capital  by  the  unexpected  flood  which  interrupted  commu- 
nication, and  prevented  a  settlement  on  the  first  December.  Affidavits 
and  letters  stating  the  above  fncts,  are  on  file  in  this  office,  and  I  recom- 
mend special  acts  for  the  relief  of  these  sheriffs.  They  are  J.  L.  Crandell, 
of  Madison  ;  J.  C.  Fisher,  of  Washington,  and  Adam  Lobcl,  of  Livingston. 

It  is  my  duty  to  report  the  settlement  made  by  E.  E.  Voorhies,  Esq., 
(Special  Attorney  acting  under  my  authority,)  with  the  Ex- Sheriff  and 
late  State  Tax  Collector  of  the  parish  of  St.  Martin,  for  arrears  in  collect- 
ing the  tax  on  trades,  professions  and  occupations,  which  I  have  approved. 
The  net  amount  collected  is  given  elsewhere  in  this  report  ;  the  account 
and  vouchers  on  file  in  this  office,  will  exhibit  the  settlement  in  detail,  to 
which  the  attention  of  1he  proper  committee  is  invited. 

In  the  statement  of  Bonds  annexed  to  this  report,  will  appear  the  in- 
vestments made  by  the  Governor  for  account  of  the  Trust  Funds.
